rable thing I ever heard of, and which would 
pur to the bluſh any man but a Papiſt. The 
Proteſtants muſt be deprived of their Liberty 
about Heidelbergh by virtue of aClauſc in the 
Treaty of Peace, which ought to have no. 
force in theſe parts, by the reaſons atorclaid, 
and they cannot enjoy their Liberty on the

any ſucceſs. Sceing theretore that the cars of 
our Prince were ſhut up againſt our juſt com- 
vlaints, we applied ourſelves to leyeral German 
Princes of our perſwaſion, and defird that 
they would be pleaſed to intercede for us, 
and moyc at the Dyet of the Empire, that 
the Innovations made 1n the Palatinate might 
be conſidered. They granted our Requeſt, 
and accordingly a Memorial was delivered at 
Ratisbonne to the Deputies of the Catholick 
''rinces, containing. that the proceedings of 
:he Elc&or Palatinate were a manifeſt infracti- 
on of the Treaty of Munſter, and that they 
might prove {ſo fatal to the tranquility of the 
Empire, that 1t was tighly neceflary to en- 


,quire into that affair, and put a ſtop to theſe 
' innovations. This Memorial was communi- 


cated to the Deputy of the Elector, who de- 
tired time to {cnd it to his Maſter, and pro- 

auſed to return an apgivcr with all conycnient

It was fcnt accordingly to Dzſſeldorp, and 
cxamimncd bv the Council of his Electoral 
Fights z wherein it was reſolved, that the
